Speak up, 
police urge 
witnesses 

O Investigators say public crucial in solving homicides 
O Important for people to do the right thing: Police 
O Several recent murders in HRM remain unsolved 


On TV, murder witnesses are typically 
tight-lipped. But in real life when witness¬ 
es stay quiet, murders stay unresolved, say 
HRM homicide investigators. 

“I think it’s more expected now to not 
speak to police than it was years ago,” said 
Staff Sgt. Richard Lane, head of HRM’s in¬ 
tegrated major crime unit, in an interview 
with Metro Thursday. “They watch a lot of 
TV and they learn stuff from American tel¬ 
evision about what happens if you talk to 
police.” 

Perpetrators feed off that fear and use it 
to intimidate witnesses, he added. 

“But think of what it does for your com¬ 
munity when you don’t tell (police) — look 
at the fear in the average law-abiding citi¬ 
zen who lives here.” 

There have been nine murders in HRM 
in 2010, the last two occurring within a 
week of each other. A masked gunman 
shot Donald Jermaine Stevenson, 21, in his 
Mulgrave Park house Oct. 16. Then, on Oct. 
23, Donald Chad Smith, 27, was killed 
while delivering a pizza in Highfield Park. 
No arrests have been made in either case. 

Homicide investigations are about put¬ 
ting puzzles together and when police 
don’t have witness reports, they’re left to

rely on forensic evidence to solve a case, 
said Staff Sgt. Tony Reeves, a former homi¬ 
cide detective. “Sometimes you have the 
smoking gun, it’s on video and it’s pretty 
easy... but there’s some that you don’t get 
witnesses coming forward and those are 
the ones you really have to dig in for,” he

After 21 years as a police of¬ 
ficer, Staff Sgt. Richard Lane 
says there’s one aspect 
that’s by far the worst: 
Telling family members 
their loved one is dead. 

“There are ones I still re¬ 
member to this day and 
were very upsetting,” he 
said. 

“To knock on someone’s 
door and change their lives 


forever, yeah, that’s proba¬ 
bly one of the hardest 
things we have to do.” 

Lane, head of the major 
crime unit in HRM, along 
with former homicide de¬ 
tective Staff Sgt. Tony 
Reeves, talked with Metro 
Thursday about life in the 
homicide unit. There are 14 
officers dedicated to solving 
murders in HRM — an inte¬ 
grated unit made up from 
Halifax Regional Police and 
Halifax RCMP. 

Lane said the first 24 to 


72 hours after a homicide 
are intense. 

“That’s when every¬ 
thing’s fresh and your wit¬ 
nesses are willing to talk 
and people haven’t been in¬ 
timidated,” he said. 

Most often, police have a 
good idea of a murder sus¬ 
pect during that time, but 
proving it is more difficult. 

“Definitely there is pres¬ 
sure to solve these crimes,” 
Lane said. “This is the death 
of somebody and the worst 
thing that can happen to a

family.” 

But sometimes it takes 
time to make an arrest. Five 
years after the death of 
school teacher Paula Gal¬ 
lant, police arrested her 
husband, Jason MacRae, in 
August and charged him 
with first-degree murder. 

“Sometimes the time it¬ 
self is a benefit to the inves¬ 
tigation,” said Lane, adding 
there is always hope for old¬ 
er cases.

Estabroolcs also said he 
is confident Ramia will 
take the consultations seri¬ 
ously, but acknowledged 


the public will not have the 
final say.

Independence 
required: NSCAD 
students’ union 


O Students warn board of governors ability to 
maintain academic integrity is at stake 



Students at the Nova Sco¬ 
tia College of Art and De¬ 
sign are urging their 
school’s governors to keep 
the school independent. 

The college’s students’ 
union presented more 
than 250 signed postcards 
at a board of governors 
meeting on Thursday. 

According to union vice- 
president Elise Graham,

Priorities 


► While Elise Graham 
acknowledged the 
students' union was asking 
a lot of a cash-strapped 
province, she said the 
question of how to fund 
universities was 
fundamentally a question 
of the priorities of the 
provincial government. 
That's why the students' 
union is lobbying its board 
of governors, she added. 


Upcoming negotiations 
will be conducted in light 
of Tim O’Neill’s report on 
universities, which recom¬ 
mends NSCAD consider 
merging with Dalhousie 
University and cut pro¬ 
gramming to reduce costs. 

But Graham says that’s 
not acceptable. 

“If we were to amalga¬ 
mate with another univer¬ 
sity, fine arts would ... not 
necessarily be a priority 
for the people making de¬ 
cisions about funding and 
curriculum,” she said. 

“Fine arts programs are 
more expensive to run per 
student, so we believe that 
a lot of fine arts program¬ 
ming would get cut.”

The widow of a Cape Bre¬ 
ton man fatally shot in his 
home by an RCMP consta¬ 
ble said Thursday she will 
only settle her lawsuit 
against the force if it pub¬ 
licly apologizes for the 
death. 

Patsy MacKay alleged in 
a statement of claim earli¬ 
er this year that the officer 
being sued acted unlawful¬ 
ly when he entered her 
husband John Simon’s 
house on the Wagmatcook 
First Nation. 

Simon, who police say 
was drunk and holding a 
rifle, was shot three times 
in December 2008 by Con¬ 
st. Jeremy Frenette, who

The original Jan. 15 state¬ 
ment of claim alleges the 
RCMP intentionally shot 
and killed Simon without 
legal justification, and it 
asks for unspecified dam¬ 
ages. 


ifax police. 

MacKay’s lawyer says 
the RCMP hasn’t filed a 
statement of defence and 
negotiations are about to 
begin on a possible out-of- 
court settlement. 

However, the widow 
said in an interview with 
The Canadian Press that a 


financial offer from the 
Mounties wouldn’t be 
enough to resolve her law¬ 
suit, which has not yet 
been proven in court. 

MacKay said the Moun¬ 
ties have to make an apolo¬ 
gy in a public forum and 
she’ll go to court if that is¬ 
n’t done. 

“It’s not about money at 
all ... There’s things that 
we want taken care of. 
They have to admit some 
wrongdoing. They can’t 
just sweep that under the 
rug,” she said. 

“I want them to apolo¬ 
gize for what they did to 
me and my family and 
John’s family and to First 
Nations people in general.”

O New plan for minimum sentences, not house arrest 


Victims of childhood sexu¬ 
al abuse are applauding a 
proposed bill to create 
mandatory sentences for 
sexual predators. 

The law would see per¬ 
petrators behind bars 
instead of under house 
arrest. 

Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson laid out the de¬ 
tails of the Conservative 
government’s proposal for 
tougher sentencing on 
Thursday in Toronto. 

“It will ensure that child 
sexual offenders receive 
sentences that better re¬ 
flect the seriousness of 
their crimes,” said Nichol¬ 
son. 

Victims’ rights organi¬ 
zations said they wel¬ 
comed any change to

► The bill, tabled in Ottawa, 
would establish mandato¬ 
ry prison sentences for 
seven existing Criminal 
Code offences, including 
luring a child, sexual 
assault and aggravated 
assault. 

► Conditional sentences 
such as house arrest would 
no longer be available. 

► It would be illegal for 
anyone to provide sexually 
explicit material to a child 
for the purpose of commit¬ 
ting a sexual offence, also 
known as “grooming." 

sentencing rules, adding 
that for too long offenders 
have walked away from 


heinous abuse with just a 
slap on the wrist. 

“What it’s saying to vic¬ 
tims is, ‘We’re listening, 
we care, you matter,’ and 
they’re not treating it 
lightly,” said Ellen Camp¬ 
bell, a survivor of child¬ 
hood sexual abuse and the 
executive director of the 
Canadian Centre for Abuse 
Awareness. 

Campbell also said vic¬ 
tims are reluctant to re¬ 
port abuse, because they 
realize the punishment 
doesn’t fit the crime. 

“I’m like most survivors. 
I didn’t come forward until 
I was in my 40s,” said 
Campbell, adding that by 
the time she spoke out, her 
abuser had likely died.

D on’t ask me how we’re go¬ 
ing to create jobs,” said 
Rand Paul, a newly minted 
U.S. senator since Tuesday, 
before a Kentucky crowd 
last April. “It’s you who will create 
jobs. If we get out of your way.” 

In Toronto, mayor-elect 
Rob Ford spent his career in city 
council denouncing his colleagues’ 
spending and privileges. “Partying 
with taxpayer money is over,” repeat¬ 
ed the football coach during his cam¬ 
paign. 

In England, David Cameron’s new 
government is putting the state on a 
diet. He plans to eliminate 490,000 
public jobs by 2015. A majority of the 


population supports him. 

The era of bailiffs 

Historically, politicians have 
always played Santa Claus, but those 
days are over, according to Eric 
Duhaime, co-founder of the Quebec 
Liberty Network, a grassroots move¬ 
ment that promotes greater freedom 
of choice and individual responsibili¬ 
ty. “It’s fun to play Santa, giving gifts 
and receiving thanks from everyone. 
But the kind of politician we need 
now, in Quebec and elsewhere, is a 
bailiff. Someone who will break 
down doors, twist arms, and go get 
the cheques.” 

This kind of work is less 
glamorous. Ribbon-cutting 
ceremonies on bright, sunny days 
will be rare. It’s not surprising that 
fewer and fewer people want to go 
into politics, according to Duhaime. 
“Historically, politicians were used to 
hearing, ‘Thank you so much, kind 
sir, thank you for 
giving us roads 
and arenas. 

Thanks for 
putting it on my 
children’s credit 
cards.’ Today, the 
credit cards are 
maxed out.” 

The task will 
be difficult and 
unpleasant, but 


the mission is noble: Serving the 
needs of the people instead of the 
whims of well-connected interest 
groups. Taxpayers have had it with 
seeing their money used to bail out 
millionaire bankers, launch wars or 
placate unions. 

In New Jersey, Gov. Chris Christie 
is so popular that many see him run¬ 
ning for the U.S. presidency one day. 
His message: Let’s stop maldng short¬ 
term decisions that dig us ever deep¬ 
er. 

“This year, many government em¬ 
ployees will get an 11 per cent raise. 
It’s going to cost New Jersey taxpay¬ 
ers $300 million, while thousands of 
these taxpayers just feel lucky to still 
have jobs. It’s insane.” 

Santa Claus is dead. And that’s a 
good thing.

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Canadians rack 
up record debt, 
report finds 


O Odds of relapse into recession relatively low, says 
economist © Unemployment, debt will curb borrowing 


Fears about record high 
Canadian consumer debt 
may be overblown because 
Canadians are also begin¬ 
ning to save more and in¬ 
creasing their household 
wealth, says a Scotia Eco¬ 
nomics study released 
Thursday. 

“Households today are 
comfortable carrying a 
higher debt load relative to 
their annual income flow 
in part because they have 
greater wealth,” Scotia- 
banlc’s chief economist 
Warren Jestin wrote in the 
report.

debt levels as consumers 
become accustomed to 
easy borrowing in the cur¬ 
rent low interest rate envi¬ 
ronment. 

The central bank has es¬ 
timated that Canadian 
debt-to-income ratios hov¬ 


er around 147 per cent. 
That means that for every 
dollar earned, consumers 
owe $1.47. 

Household net worth, 
or assets minus liabilities, 
is still close to a record 
high, he added. That’s be¬ 
cause personal savings lev¬ 
els are increasing, house 
prices remain close to 
record highs and stock val¬ 
ues have returned. 

However, given the high 
unemployment rate and 
record debt levels, con¬ 
sumer borrowing will slow 
down in the year ahead 
and the odds of a full 
blown relapse into reces¬ 
sion are relatively low, he 
added.

Health conditions such as diabetes and high blood pressure can be detected 


A lthough people may associate eye 
exams with their vision, the exams can 
actually tell a lot more about people's 
overall health. 

"The eyes are connected to the rest of the body and that's 
why it's important to come in and get a check done," says 
Dr. Shaun Maclnnis, one of the co-owners of the Family 
Vision Clinic. "It's actually the only spot in the body where 
you can see the blood vessel." 

This means eye exams can pick up on conditions such as 
multiple sclerosis (MS) and vascular diseases like high blood 
pressure, diabetes and high cholesterol levels. 

Glaucoma is another condition which can be discovered 
through an eye test. Having regular eye tests is crucial to 
appropriately treat glaucoma. 

"By the time the patient thinks they have something wrong, 
they're at the end stages of glaucoma," says Maclnnis. "And 
by then, it's almost too late to really do anything."

Maclnnis says the 
scientific consensus is that the brain development takes place 
up until the age of eight, thus placing an emphasis on having 
eye tests from an early age. 

"The big thing is we can run out of time to fix the problem," 
says Maclnnis.

And for people of all ages, regular eye exams are important 
because even though a person's vision may be declining, 
they get used to it. 

"After a while, it's just second nature and you don't know 
what you're missing," says Maclnnis. 

In some cases, people who have always had poor vision 
may not even realize there's a problem. 

"Some people don't know that they're not quite seeing as 
well as the person next to them," says Maclnnis. 

An eye exam only takes 20 to 30 minutes and for people 
over 65 and children under 10, MSI covers an eye test every 
two years.

Filmmaker Gareth Edwards 
is as confused as anyone 
about why Hollywood’s spe¬ 
cial effects blockbusters 
cost millions of dollars to 
make. 

“I’d love for you to ask 
that same question to (Hol¬ 
lywood producers) and say, 
‘Why is it so expensive?”’ 
said the Emmy-nominated 
visual effects prodigy- 
tumed-director recently in 


Toronto. “Essentially it’s a 
guy on a computer in a 
room doing it. Who’s get¬ 
ting the $10 million?” 

With his thriller Mon¬ 
sters, Edwards is defying 
convention with his own 
sci-fi blockbuster that fea¬ 
tures a Mexico overrun by 
enormous octopus-lilce 
aliens. Impressively slick, 
the first-time filmmaker 
has proven that you can 
craft incredible effects that 
don’t rely on an Avatar¬ 
sized bankroll. 

“I genuinely don’t know 


(how much it cost),” admit¬ 
ted Edwards while insisting 
Internet rumors the price 
tag was as low as $15,000 
US are false. “We all got 
paid a wage so there’s no 
way it could’ve been done 
for that, but probably the 
budget could’ve been close 
to that in terms of what 
was spent on-screen. It was 
a very low budget.” 

Monsters isn’t only at¬ 
tracting attention for its 
cost-effective effects howev¬ 
er. Comparing the film to 
District 9, critics are taking 


note of the movie’s political 
subtext regarding Ameri¬ 
can security and border 
policies — a distinction Ed¬ 
wards quickly downplays. 

“It’s really much more a 
case (that) I wanted to do 
this monster movie but I 
wanted it to be real and so 
you pull from real world sit¬ 
uations,” said Edwards. 
“(But) there’s a lot of little 
parallels in there and I’m 
very happy for them to be 
there because I didn’t want 
to make a film that was 
(just) entertainment.” 



Largely improvised, Mon¬ 
ster director Garth 
Edwards had a difficult 
time distilling Monsters 
into a watchable movie: 

► Big cuts. “We had about a 
hundred hours worth of 
stuff and the first cut was 
over four hours," said Ed¬ 
wards. “We stuck a big 
sign over the edit saying 
'go minutes' because ... 
about one and a half 
hours into any movie, no 
matter how good it is, I do 
that thing where I look at 
my watch."

Great cast

If Robert Downey Jr. and 
Zach Galifianakis weren’t 
arguably the two biggest 
stars in Hollywood right 
now, Due Date wouldn’t 
exist. The script is clearly 
a generic road comedy 
about an expectant father 
and a wannabe actor rac¬ 
ing to Los Angeles that 
never would have been 
produced without the two 
stars signing on. 

Granted, they brought 
along The Hangover direc¬ 
tor Todd Phillips who 
clearly added some 
inspired gags and improv 
sessions (Galifianakis’ pre¬ 
sleep ritual and Downey 
knocking out a kid are 
two of the biggest laughs 
in the movies this year), 
but the funniest moments 
all feel tacked onto a tired 
central structure that be¬ 
comes tedious shortly af¬ 
ter it begins. 


The biggest problem is 
that the Phillips wanted 
to tug on his audience’s 
heartstrings rather than 
just going for belly 
laughs. That’s fine, but 
Phillips lacks Judd 
Apatow’s touch with gen¬ 
tle drama, relying too of¬ 
ten on the skill of his 
actors to get through 
wince-inducing 
monologues. Galifianakis 
and Downey Jr. are unde¬ 


niably fantastic and 
almost elevate the project 
over a half-hearted 
remake Planes Trains And 
Automobiles, but not 
quite. Due Date is certain¬ 
ly funny and worth 
seeing, but just doesn’t 
reach the comedic 
heights of The Hangover 
and that wasn’t exactly a 
high bar to reach.

survival 
as “the 
struggle 
to 

remain alive and living.” 
Next to that definition 
should be a picture of 
Aron Ralston, the poster 
boy for survival at any 
cost. 

His name may not ring 
a bell, but his remarkable 
story will make you won¬ 
der how far you would go 
to stay alive. You see, Ral¬ 
ston is the American 
mountain climber who 
was trapped by a boulder 
for five days in May 2003 
and was only able to free 
himself by amputating 
his own arm. 

His story is told in un¬ 
flinching detail in 127 
Hours, starring James 
Franco. The film is so in¬ 
tense some audience 
members have suffered 
panic attacks and 
lightheadedness. 

The same can’t be said 
of Alive, the 1993 film 
about a Uruguayan rugby 
team stranded in the An¬ 



des, who, once their 
rations of wine and 
chocolate ran out, were 
forced to eat their 
deceased teammates to 
stay alive. 

Based on real events, 
the facts of the story are 
gut wrenching, but as 
New Yorker critic Antho¬ 
ny Lane pointed out 
“most people know the 
story already; everyone 
began to titter with antic¬ 
ipation whenever one of 
the characters said he felt 
hungry.” 

The ghoulish humour 
some audiences found in 
the film’s story of 
survival was echoed in 
Lane’s review when he 
wrote that the film, 
“solemnly wring(s) a mes¬ 
sage of togetherness from 
the horror. Come closer 
to your friends than ever 
before, the movie says: 
have them for lunch.” 

Less known than 
Alive’s cannibalistic rug¬ 
by players but just as 
compelling is Touching 
the Void, another true-life 
endurance drama. 

The movie’s lesson? 


Never go mountain 
climbing. 

Roger Ebert called the 
stoiy of Joe Simpson’s 
slow, painful climb from 
the bottom of a crevice to 
rescue “the most harrow¬ 
ing movie about 
mountain climbing I have 
seen, or can imagine.” 

Most of these movies 
have happy (or at least 
happy-ish) endings, but 
not all stories of survival 
end in triumph. 

The anti-survival movie 
genre is alive and well, 
even if the characters 
usually aren’t by the end 
of these films. 

Into the Wild, the 
Oscar nominated story of 
an idealistic dreamer not 
up to the challenges of 
living on his own in the 
wilderness of Alaska and 
Open Water, the tale of a 
pair of swimmers who be¬ 
come shark bait, don‘t 
have the inspirational up¬ 
lift of some of the other 
movies I’ve mentioned, 
but can be essays in 
courage (or stupidity, de¬ 
pending on your 
viewpoint).

When Leighton Meester 
asks, “Want to sit in the 
back with me?” you imme¬ 
diately dismiss motion- 
sickness worries, and 
clamber up into the black 
SUV. Meester’s easy, 
friendly demeanor makes 
you feel like you’re hang¬ 
ing out like you always do, 
although you only just 
met for a ride-along inter¬ 
view en route to the air¬ 
port. 

This Toronto trip is a 
quick stop in a go-go-go 
schedule for the actress, 
part of a media tour she 
and her friend, hairstylist 
Charles Baker Strahan, are 
doing together for Herbal 
Essences, for which she is 
the spokesperson. 

“I used to use it before, 
but Charles re-introduced 
the brand to me, and I fell 
in love with it,” she says. 

Also part of her busy 
life is her fourth season of 
Gossip Girl, as manipula¬ 
tive society-princess Blair 
Waldorf, and three movies 
she wrapped in recent 
months. 

In Country Strong, star¬

“Every 
day I had to do something 
completely the opposite of 
a choice I would make in 
real life.” 

Most of Meester’s char¬ 
acters are a bit bent in 
some way, whether 
spoiled and scheming, un¬ 
comfortably needy or out¬ 
right psychotic. The secret 
to playing them is not to 
judge, she says. “You have 
to embrace and love them, 
and reach some part of 
them in yourself, whether 
it’s completely blurry, 
vague and distant, or 
something you can relate 
to.” 

Teamed with Hugh Lau¬ 
rie, Katherine Keener, 
Alyson Janney and Oliver 
Platt in The Oranges, also 
due in 2011, Meester finds 
herself in another ques¬ 
tionable-choices character. 
“I’m the daughter in one 
family who falls in love 
with the father (Laurie) in 
the other family.” 

The actress says she 
doesn’t have a list of I- 
Want roles. “I’ve been real¬ 
ly lucky that the 
characters I want to play 
are also in scripts that are 
wonderful and beautifully 
executed, and I have time 
to do it.”

trans-Pacific flights, the 
first model, the TPS-L2, 
went on sale on July 1, 
1979. It sold 30,000 units 
in the first three months 
and 10 million in its first 
decade. 

Not only did the Walk¬ 
man help turn Sony into 
an even bigger consumer 
electronics juggernaut, but 
it also turned walking 
around in public with 
headphones on socially ac¬ 
ceptable. 

This is something Mori- 
ta-san never anticipated. 
The first Walkmans had 
two headphone jacks be¬ 
cause he and his engineers 
couldn’t imagine anyone 
wanting to listen to music 
in total isolation. 

More than 220 million 
cassette Walkmans were 
sold, but have long since 
been eclipsed by MP3 play¬ 
ers. Sales of the iPod and 
its iterations are now well 
north of a quarter of a bil¬ 
lion units.

The second announce¬ 
ment came from Panason¬ 
ic. After 38 years, it is 


phasing out the greatest 
turntable ever manufac¬ 
tured: the Technics SL- 
1200. DJs and radio station 
engineers treasure them 
for their near-indestruc¬ 
tible direct-drive motor 
that has enough torque to 
go from standstill to full 
speed in a quarter-turn. Its 
pitch control is outstand¬ 
ing, its tone arm tracking 
true and the bass is heavy 
enough to absorb a nuclear 
bomb without allowing 
the record to skip. It is an 
engineering marvel. 

Alas, with DJs moving to 
CD-based decks or MP3- 
playing software and with 
radio stations adopting 
hard drive playback sys¬ 
tems, sales of the SL-1200 
are a mere five per cent of 
what they were 10 years 
ago. It is an antique from 
another era. 

My advice? If you’re into 
vinyl renaissance, buy one 
while you can.

O Country music mega star Kenny Chesney will be on 
the tour circuit next spring with the Zac Brown Band 
O Billy Currington and Uncle Kracker will join them 
on the dates that have been announced so far 



Kenny Chesney is return¬ 
ing to the road with a 
vengeance. 

Country music’s top 
touring draw of the decade 
announced yesterday that 
he will co-headline nine 
stadium dates next year 
with the Zac Brown Band, 
pairing two top road acts. 

Chesney had sold more 
than a million tickets a 
year for eight consecutive 
years before taking 2010 
off. He filled his time by 
making two movies and 
completing his new al¬ 
bum, Hemingway’s 

Whiskey, which debuted 
at No. 1 in September. 

The singer admitted to 
feeling the lure of the road 
while away, but the four¬ 
time winner of entertainer 
of the year from both The 
Countiy Music Association 
and The Academy of Coun¬ 
tiy Music thinks the time 
off will improve the show 
his fans see next spring 
and summer. 

“What’s going to be dif¬ 
ferent for me is the new 
music,” Chesney told The 
Associated Press in an e- 
mail. “When we hit the 
stage this spring, we'll be 
doing a lot of songs from 
Hemingway’s Whiskey, 
and our show needed that 
change. It's going to allow 
me to really make the set 


different than it’s been 
and make the show more 
spontaneous.” 

Spontaneity is some¬ 
thing for which the Zac 
Brown Band is known. The 
six-piece from Atlanta, Ga. 
won the 2010 Grammy for 
best new artist and is nom¬ 
inated for both entertainer 
of the year and best new 
artist at next week’s CMA 
Awards. It has also been 
one of the hardest touring 
acts since its breakout two 
years ago and its live act 
has drawn rave reviews. 

The stadium tour kicks 
off March 19, 2011, in Tam¬ 
pa, Fla., and runs through 
the summer. Billy Curring¬ 
ton will join Chesney and 
Brown on those dates and 
Uncle Kracker will open 
eight of the stadium 
shows. Chesney will an¬ 
nounce more arena and 
amphitheatre dates later 
this year for what he says 
will be his biggest tour 
since 2006. 

“I really miss certain 
things about the road, like 
the first note of every 
night and the energy that's 
exchanged between the 
stage and the crowd,” 
Chesney said. “I’m really 
fired up to feel that. That 
moment is what drives me 
and what I look forward

This moist and scrumptious 
chocolate cake is infused 
with the goodness of sweet 
potato. It makes a uniquely 
delicious end to a special 
dinner and is a source of fi¬ 
bre and vitamin C. 

Sweet Potato Chocolate 
Cake 

Preparation: 

1 Preheat oven to 180 C 
(350 F). Over a 


saucepan of boiling 
water, place frozen 
sweet potatoes in a 
steamer basket and 
steam for 12 minutes 
or until very tender. 
(Make sure there is a 
gap between the top of 
the water and the bot¬ 
tom of the steamer 
basket.) Place sweet 
potatoes in a large 
bowl and mash using a 


potato masher. Add 
chocolate and let stand 
for 2 minutes or until 
melted, then stir to 
combine. Let cool. 

2 In another large bowl, 
beat butter and sugar 
until fluffy. Beat in 
eggs, one at a time, 
and beat in vanilla. 
Beat in sweet potato 
mixture. 


Ingredients: 

• 1 bag (454 g) frozen sweet 
potato chunks 

• 180 g bittersweet (70 per 
cent) chocolate, chopped 

• 150 ml unsalted butter 

• 175 ml packed brown sugar 

• 2 eggs 


• 10 ml vanilla 

• 500 ml all-purpose flour 

• 5 ml baking powder 

• 2 ml baking soda 

• Pinch salt 

• 75 ml chocolate chips 

• 75 ml toffee bits 

• 50 ml chopped pecans 


3 In another bowl, whisk 
together flour, baking 
powder, baking soda 
and salt. Stir into choco¬ 
late mixture until com¬ 
bined. Scrape into 
parchment paper-lined 
3-1 ( 13 -by-g-inch) baking 
pan and spread evenly 
in pan. Bake for about 
25 minutes or until cake 
tester inserted in centre 
comes out clean.

Immediately after 
cake comes out of 
oven, sprinkle choco¬ 
late chips over top 
of cake and let stand 
for 2 minutes. Spread 
evenly, then sprinkle 
with toffee and 
pecans. Let cool.

Hall of Fame manager 
passes away at age 76 


Reds fans were taken aback 
when Sparky Anderson 
showed up in Cincinnati 
for his first day as a big 
league manager; an un¬ 
known taking over base¬ 
ball’s first professional 
team. 

Sparky who? 

Really? 

By the time he was done, 
this man with the shock of 
white hair and schoolboy 
nickname would produce a 
mighty list of achievements 
that featured three World 
Series titles — including 
crowns in each league — 
and a Hall of Fame entiy on 
his resume. 

Anderson, who directed 
the Big Red Machine to 
back-to-back champi¬ 
onships and won another 
in Detroit, died Thursday 
from complications of de¬ 
mentia in Thousand Oaks, 
Calif. He was 76. A day earli¬ 
er, his family said he’d been 
placed in hospice care. 

“He was a good guy,” for¬ 
mer Tigers pitcher Jack 
Morris said, choking up 
over the news. “Baseball 
will have very few people

like Sparky. He was a 
unique individual. He was a 
character with a great pas¬ 
sion and love for the game.” 

He never tried to over¬ 
shadow his teams, giving 
his stars great leeway while 
trying to stay in the back¬ 
ground. At Anderson’s re¬ 
quest, there will be no 
ftmeral or memorial serv¬ 
ice. 

Anderson was the first 
manager to win World Se¬ 


ries titles in both leagues 
and the only manager to 
lead two franchises in ca¬ 
reer wins. 

His Reds teams featuring 
Pete Rose, Johnny Bench 
and Joe Morgan that won 
crowns in 1975 and 1976 
rank among the most pow¬ 
erful of all time. Led by Kirk 
Gibson and Alan Trammell, 
Anderson won with the 
Tigers in 1984. 

Anderson’s win total of 
2,194 was the third highest 
when he retired after the 
1995 season, trailing only 
Connie Mack and John Mc- 
Graw. He’s still sixth on the 
career list — he won 863 
games in nine years with 
the Reds and 1,331 in 17 
seasons with the Tigers. 

He refused to manage re¬ 
placement players during 
baseball’s labour dispute in 
spring training of 1995, an¬ 
gering owner Mike Hitch. 
He resigned after a 60-win 
season, saying the franchise 
needed a new direction. He 
hoped to manage some¬ 
where else, but when an of¬ 
fer never came along, he 
retired, the associated press
